WASHINGTON, Sept. 30—Con­ 
gress put a 11,000.000.000 excess 
profits tax bill at the top of its

ing the measure to include a boost 
in the normal corporation income 
tax rate from the present 20.9 to 
24 percent. 
The income tax increase would 
be in addition to the 25 to 50 per­ 
cent excess profits levy provided 
in the bill and. like the latter, 
would apply to 1940 corporation in­ 
come. Special lower income tax 
rates 
for 
corporations 
earning 
less than $25,000 would not be af­ 
fected by the income tax Increse. 
Agreement Reached Sunday 
Final agreem ent on the legisla­ 
tion, which is part of the defense 
program, was reached yesterday at 
an unusual Sunday session of the 
conference committee appointed to 
compose differences between the 
senate and house, which approved 
the bill in different forms. 
Sen. Harrison (D) of Mississippi, 
conference 
chairman, 
announced 
that the house will call up 
the 
agreem ent Tuesday for approval, 
with the senate probably following 
snit the next day. 
The m easure may become law by 
a stroke of President Roosevelt’s 
pen this week-end. because the ad­ 
m inistration is anxious to make ef­ 
fective immediately two provisions 
designed to speed the defense pro­ 
gram. 
New System Of Insurance 
One of these would permit indus­ 
tries to deduct from their taxable 
income the entire 
cost 
of 
new 
facilities 
completed 
for 
defense 
purposes after June IO, 1940. These 
deductions would be at the rate of 
20 percent a year over a five-year 
period. 
The other would suspend, during 
the indefinite period of the excess 
profits tax. the present 8 and 7 per­ 
cent lim itations on profits from 
warships and military aircraft. 
In addition to these provisions 
and the new taxes, the legislation 
would create a new system of gov­ 
ernment insurance purchaseable at 
low rates by draftees. National

He later was acquitted of his 
opposition to the king—the first 
major victory of democracy in the 
colonies. Insofar as it pertained to 
freedom of the press.

nomic 
life. 
The 
virtues 
which 
made France a great power thus 
progressively declined and paved 
the way for the disaster iu the 
present war. in his opinion. 
Petain feels that if he can re­ 
store the old balance wheel. Fiance 
once more will emerge from de­ 
feat and resume its place among 
world powers. 
Farm Census Ordered 
In 
execution 
of this 
program, 
the government has ordered a cen­ 
sus 
of 
the

years because of soil erosion or 
deterioration through a thousand 
years of cultivation. 
The government is offering these 
farm s rent free during the first 
three years to the n e w “ pioneers” 
and at half the rental customary 
in the region during the six fol­ 
lowing years.

world are in northern France but 
the development of big farm s ab­ 
sorbed hundreds of small family 
estates and led to the disastrous 
exodus to the cities and resulted 
in the importing of farm hands 
from 
Poland, 
Italy 
and

countries. 
“ The flight from the land in­ 
creased in the last 20 years as fac­ 
tories expanded and factory' wages 
increased. 
Demagoguery 
blinded 
parliam ent to this major national

here. The Italian government saw 
the possibilities and actually or­ 
ganized and supervised the tran s­ 
fer of carefully selected families 
to farm s abandoned by the French 
in the Garonne valley and else­ 
where.

of the British navy. For then, but 
only then, China can 
be helped 
and the Pacific defended from H a­ 
waii to Singapore. In that event 
the two-ocean alliance will not be 
effective because Japan and 
the 
axis will remain separated from 
one another, each confined by su­ 
perior naval pdwer. 
It follows that in resisting the 
Japanese advance in the Far East, 
as we now are preparing to do. we 
m ust not diminish, but on the con­ 
trary we must increase our support 
of Great Britain in the Atlantic.
